ORDER  EARLY.  Early  orders  are  solicited  to  prevent  disappointments  in  case  the  variety  selected 
should  be  sold  out.  It  is  a good  idea  to  make  a second  choice  as  we  will  not  substitute  kind 
but  will  substitute  size  in  like  variety  if  necessity  demands.  Please  write  your  name  and  ad- 
dress plainly. 

STOCK.  Our  stock  is  grown  under  ideal  conditions  and  is  clean  and  healthy. 

SHIPPING,  via  EXPRESS  or  PARCEL  POST.  At  our  option,  depending  on  weight  and  distance; 
but  if  you  have  special  preference,  please  indicate  same.  March,  April  and  May  are  safe 
months  to  ship  Gladioli. 

TERMS.  Cash  with  order;  25%  will  hold  order  for  Spring  delivery.  All  Orders  not  paid  at  shipping 
time  will  be  sent  C.  0.  D.  for  balance  due,  as  prices  quoted  here  are  all  net  cash  before 
shipment.  All  orders  prepaid.  State  when  delivery  is  wanted;  we  prefer  Spring  delivery. 
If  credit  is  desired  satisfactory  bank  references  should  accompany  your  order. 

DISCOUNT.  On  deferred  payment  plan  2%  10  days,  net  30  days.  Six  bulbs  at  dozen  rate;  25  bulbs 
at  100  rate;  250  bulbs  at  1000  rate;  1000  rate  nine  times  100  rate.  Where  cash  accompanies 
order  for  $25.00  or  more,  a cash  discount  of  5%,  or  712%  of  stock  discount  in  some  variety 
ordered  will  be  allowed.  Orders  for  $50.00  or  more  a 10%  cash  discount,  or  15%  stock  dis- 
count of  some  variety  ordered,  will  be  allowed.  Express  your  choice.  Orders  for  $2.50  or 
more  will  be  sent  prepaid  via  Parcel  Post  anywhere  in  the  U.  S.  A.  Orders  for  less  than 
$2.50  add  25  cents  to  your  remittance.  All  orders  are  accepted  subject  to  prior  sale. 

We  exercise  every  care  to  ship  only  first-class  stock,  but  give  no  warranty,  expressed 
or  implied  and  will  not  be  in  any  way  resposible  for  the  results  of  planting  or  forcing  of  any 
bulbs,  roots  or  tubers  sent  out  by  us.  We  are  anxious  to  satisfy  all  of  our  customers  and 
will  gladly  make  replacement  or  refund  the  purchase  price  of  any  article  that  does  not  prove 
true  to  name  or  does  not  arrive  in  good  growing  condition.  Please  notify  us  at  once  if  a 
shipment  should  not  arrive  in  satisfactory  condition.

PLANTING  AND  CULTURE.  It  does  not  necessarily  imply  that  all  growers  of  Gladiolus  and 
Dahlias  are  experts  in  their  particular  line.  However  there  are  a few  points  that  are  very 
important  in  growing  Gladiolus  and  Dahlias  which  we  follow  and  get  very  good  results. 

PLANTING.  First  select  a fairly  rich  soil  free  from  shade  and  the  shadows  of  buildings.  Soil 
can  be  of  sand,  or  sandy  clay  loam  mixture  for  best  results.  For  best  results  the  deeper  you 
spade  the  longer  the  roots  grow  and  taller  the  spike  becomes.  For  early  flowers  plant  just 
as  soon  as  the  danger  from  frost  is  past.  Plant  6 inches  deep  in  sand  and  4 inches  in  clay  soil 
or  clay  mixture  loam.  If  fertilizer  is  deemed  necessary  use  pulverized  sheep  manure  or  bone 
meal,  not  too  freely  in  trench  before  planting  bulbs.  Nitrate  of  soda  can  also  be  used  suc- 
cessfully as  follows  on  soil  that  is  not  up  to  standard.  Care  must  be  exercised.  Take  one 
tablespoonfull  of  nitrate  of  soda  in  2 gallons  of  water  to  each  dozen  plants.  Apply  to  soil 
near  the  rows  about  every  10  days.  This  will  help  greatly;  or  sprinkle  nitrate  of  soda  on  the 
ground,  rake  in,  and  water  thoroughly.  Cultivate  often  to  hold  the  moisture  in  soil.  Deep 
spading  ensures  greater  root  growth,  which  in  turn  will  produce  a better  spike,  flower  and 
bulb. 

DAHLIA  PLANTING  AND  CULTURE.  Dahlias  will  grow  in  the  same  soils  that  Gladiolus  grow. 
Do  not  plant  near  a house  or  in  the  shade  of  trees.  They  should  have  plenty  of  sunshine. 
Plant  the  tubers  about  6 inches  deep  in  ground  that  has  been  spaded  deep  and  well  pulver- 
ized. Do  not  stand  the  tubers  on  end,  lay  them  flat  in  the  bottom  of  hole  or  trench.  Give 
the  same  care  as  to  fertilizing,  watering  and  cultivation  that  you  would  Gladiolus  and  you  will 
succeed  in  growing  Dahlias.  For  best  results  do  not  plant  before  June  15th  in  our  latitude.
